London, Jon. 9.—The stinging re- 


buke Administered to Mr, Chamber- 
lain, the British colonial secretary, 
by Chancellor Von Buelow, in the 
reichstag, at Berlin, yesterday, for 
the references in Mr. Chamberlain's 
Speech at Edinburg, Oct. 25th last, 
to the conduct of the Germari army 
in *he war with Trance, 1870-71, has 
caused intense aud widespread irri- 
tation here and has markedly in- 
creased the bitterness of the Anglo- 
German discord. The St, James Cta- 
fcette, which calls Count Von Buelow 
•a "swaggering pharisee," says: 


"His offensive speech has" brought 


the growing irritation between the 
two countries into a dangerous 
sphere and the kaiser's telegram of 
six years ago was not more disas- 
trous to mutual good relations than 
the studied 'affront on a British 
statesman who is trusted by the 
country, and, through him, on (the 
c-ountry itself* Our -attitude of easy 
tolerance is 
no longer compatible 


with our dignity as a nation. Even 
if Von Beulow had been, the head of 
a republican, ministry dependent for 
its life on fickle popular opinion, 


would have been little excuse 


incident ought now to be regarded as 
closed. 


During the course of the debate on 


the estimates, in the xeichstag today, 
several members welcomed the occa- 
sion to express their personal con* 
curreuce in Chancellor Von Buelow'* 
views of Mr. Chamberlain's utter- 
ance. In behalf of the *I,iberal-<Peo- 
ples* party, Herr Bichter endorsed 
the chancellor's rebuke. He said the 
incident served to demonstrate that 
in national questions all Germans are 
one. 


"We know our army," added Herr 


Bichter, "and 
we know what Mr. 


Chamberlain is like* But enough of 
him. 
We have more important 


things to attend to."

The St. J-ames Gazette concludes 


with the expression of belief that the

to -be hailed throughout Europe as a 
snub to Great Britain," says the (Pall 
Mall Gazette, in <an editorial, headed 
"The .Betort Discourteous." 
The 


editorial expresses regret that the 
chancellor, "in Ms anxiety not to bo 
suspected of beiug a friend of En- 
gland, has chosen to stimulate rather 
than soothe the anti-British spirit.*' 


Tie 0iot>e <accuses Von Buelow of 


"deliberately pandering to the low- 
est and most ill-informed elements 
of public opinion in Germany," add- 
ing: 


"It is inconceivable that the chan- 


cellor spoke thus without the .ap- 


' proval of the kaiser." 


UBCTUBES THE EWGPEBOB. 
The Globe then lectures Emperor 


William for "not checking the stream 
'of foul lies -and obscene caricatures in 
the German pjess." Beferring to the 
forthcoming visit *>f the Prince of 
Wales to Germany, it says: 


"It is a poor beginning of hospi- 


tality on fhe kaiser's part to allow 
Ms chancellor to indulge an language 
intentionally offensive to the whole 
British empire." 


The Westminster Gazette alone de- 


precates the regarding of Count Von 
Buelow's speech as a cause for furth- 
er disturbing the relations between 
Great Britain and- Germany. 


Such comments as those quoted

At the Grand Central station it was 


said today that an assistant district 
attorney had commenced an investi- 
gation to determine the cause of, and 
responsibility for the wreck, the rail- 
road officials 
had definitely 
post- 


poned their investigation and would 
present all the facts in their posses- 
sion to the county 'prosecutor. 


Another investigation will probab- 


ly be made by President Cantor, of 
the borough of Manhattan. 


'District Attorney Jerome said he 


wished his investigation 
to be as 


thorough as possible -and that he 
would confer with Coroner Scholer to 
that end. 


"It is possible," said Mr. Jerome, 


"that the engineer only was at fault. 
It is also possible that the railroad 
company did not provide the engi- 
neer with, devices known to the 
knowledge of men iu railroad affairs. 
If there was a duty imposed upon 
any person, did that person do itf If 
he did not, no matter who he is, he 
shall be punished." 


In New Rochelle, where all buton« 


of the dead lived, business was al- 
most entirely suspended today. Of 
those hurt, 29 lived in New Bochelle, 
'and numbers of their relatives spent 
the night in New York near the 
hospitals. Today several of the 
bodies 01 the dead were taken to New 
Bochelle. The town was in mourn- 
ing and many persons who had no 
relatives in the wreck made visits to 
those who had suffered loss and of- 
fered sympathy and assistance.

six years ago was not
